. ..r. ht".!sed and r (^reat deal of it 
cured without injury, a forecast in 
figures, and jlollars. may give the 
public a better insight into vhait this 
Kantndiy pndoct nwa wa to tka farm- 
ers and the worid. 

The optimists estimate the aite of 
the Burley crop at 250,000,000 
pounils; at f'J'i per hundred pounds 
that would ^rive us ?fl2,500,000, 
which is near as much money as the 
191< crop of the whole State broui;iit. 
Then, aatimating the dark crop in the 
western part of the State at 200,000,- 
000 pounds, at the flgurea the type 
is likely to bring^n the market, $15, 
we have $:!0,000,000 more and then 
add to these stuilendous figures t!ie 
salaries, expenses of handling, anil 
the sum will not fall short of $100.- 
000,000. 

When these figoraa are aet aide by 
side tkoaa paid before the war. they 
are at Icaat three thnes the amount 
realised by the farmers when prices 
were at their lowest jioint. 

When it is al.so considered thai 
much of this monev comes 'r >pi not 
only Europe, but ail over the world, 
it will be seen that Kentucky has 
risen to a peiat of ao much impor- 
tance to tke tobaeeo buying and con- 
soming world that it would be » 
skaOM to even consider her ca-ting 
to the winds this great money-makinjj 
product, that for a century .she has 
striven to secure a paying demand 
for, and finally has secured it. 

Other States that have not the 
needed soil or climate, bams and la- 
bor skilled <" producing tobacco, can 
lie asked to increase their wheat and 
com production as Kentucky has 
done alread.v. She has for at hast 
fifty years, all along the Oliio river 
bottoms, raised corn, exclusivelv for 
foreign demand, in farm lots of from 
5,000 to iOMO buahela annually by 
thousands of fanners, thus "doing 
her bit." as she is trying to do on 
wheat. 

The "bovs in the trenches," call for 
;iiii| an due tlii ir "solace smoke," 
they are li.skinjc their lives, we niu.-«t 
meet their wants, ami for k'entuckv 
to fail to do her bit by growing, and 
sending them and the Allies their 
needs at this time would be a nation-

Fli poit- o!' both the Allies and 
the (i< riiiau iihvsicians state "our in- 
v'st'pation or those who use tobacco 
in the maches and malarial dis- 
tricts show that it has been a pre- 
ventive for these infectious diseases," 
and if tkaae reporta are aet true, 
who dare attempt to diaprave them 
"tobacco is a military necessity," and 
Kentucky must not show the white 
feather.
